Bombs Were a Shot in the Dark 



Officials: Al-Qaeda 
didn’t know where 
parcels would explode 

Washington 

Even after a suspected test run in 
September, last week’s attempted 
mail bombings from Yemen were 
a shot in the dark for al-Qaeda, 
which could not have known exact- 
ly where its packages were when 
they were set to explode, U.S. offi- 
cials said Tuesday. 

When investigators pulled the 
Chicago-bound packages off cargo 
planes in England and the United 
Arab Emirates Friday, they found 
the bombs wired to cell phones. 
The communication cards had been 
removed and the phones could not 
receive calls, officials said, making 
it likely the terrorists intended the 
alarm or timer functions to deto- 
nate the bombs. 

“The cell phone probably would 
have been triggered by the alarm 
functions and it would have explod- 
ed midair,” said a U.S. official briefed 
on the investigation, who, like other 
officials, spoke on condition of ano-

The official also said Tuesday 
that each bomb was attached to 
a syringe containing lead azide, a 
chemical initiator that would have 
detonated PETN explosives packed 
into each printer cartridge. Both 
PETN and a syringe were used in 
the failed bombing last Christmas 
of a Detroit-bound airliner.

Midterms Up the Ante 


2010 elections shatter 
spending records, set 
up an expensive 2012 

Washington 

If you think the 2010 elections were 
expensive, just wait until 2012. 

The midterms have shattered 
spending records for a nonpresi- 
dential contest, providing a like- 
ly blueprint for the frenzy to come 
when the White House is up for 
grabs in two years, according to 
political consultants, campaign- 
finance experts and activists from 
both parties. 

The numbers have been driven 
up in part by a proliferation of out- 
side interest groups — particularly 
on the Republican side — that have 
taken advantage of favorable court 
rulings to raise and spend money 
more freely than in the past. 



Deep Pockets 

The Center for Responsive Pol- 
itics research group estimates 
that total spending for 2010 could 
hit $4 billion, with outside expen- 
ditures accounting for only 10 to 
12 percent of that. (TWP) 


Independent groups have report- 
ed spending $270 million so far, but 
that number does not include tens 
of millions of dollars more not dis- 
closed to the Federal Election Com- 
mission. Much of the money has 
been spent by nonprofit groups. 


such as the U.S. Chamber of Com- 
merce, that do not have to reveal 
where they got the money. 

“It’s the how-to for 2012,” said 
Ellen Miller, executive director of 
the Sunlight Foundation, which 
tracks money in politics.

Put to the Test 


19 states prepare new 
requirements to get 
professional license 

St. Paul, Minn. 

Standing at the edge of a pond sur- 
rounded by her class of fourth-grad- 
ers. Jasmine Zeppa filled a bucket 
with brown water and lectured her 
pupils on the science of observing 
and recording data. Many of the 
children seemed more interested in 
nearby geese, a passing jogger and 
the crunchy leaves underfoot. 

Zeppa’s own professor from St. 
Catherine University stood nearby 
and recorded video of it all. 

“I think it went as well as it pos- 
sibly could have, given her experi- 
ence,” the professor, Susan Gibbs 
Goetz, said. Her snap review: The 
25-year-old Zeppa could have done 
a better job holding the students’ 
attention but did well building on 
past lessons. 

Aspiring teachers such as Zeppa 
are preparing for new, more demand- 
ing requirements to receive their 
teacher licenses. Under a new sys- 
tem being tested in 19 states, video 
of student teachers in their class- 
rooms will be evaluated and candi- 
dates must show they can prepare a 
lesson and present it effectively. 

Most states require only that 
would-be teachers pass their class 
work and a written test. Supporters

of the new system say the Teacher 
Performance Assessment program 
is a significant improvement, while 
others are a little more cautious in 
their praise, warning that it’s not 
guaranteed to lead to more success- 
ful teachers. 

“It’s a big shift that the whole 
country is going through,” said 
Misty Sato, a University of Min- 
nesota education professor who 
is helping adapt the assessments 
for Minnesota. 

Minnesota is scheduled to be 
the first state to adopt the new 
system when it implements it in 
2012. Four other states — Mas- 
sachusetts, Ohio, Tennessee and 
Washington — plan to imple- 
ment it within five years. Four- 
teen more states are running pilots.

Targets in mail plot 
include 8 embassies, 
German chancellor 

Athens, Greece 

Suspected Greek terrorists 
unleashed an unprecedented two- 
day wave of mail bombs targeting 
embassies in Athens, internation- 
al organizations and foreign lead- 
ers, with devices exploding at two 
embassies Tuesday — the Rus- 
sian and the Swiss — and Ger- 
man authorities destroying a bomb 
sent to German Chancellor Ange- 
la Merkel. 

By Tuesday evening, at least 
11 mail bombs had been detect- 
ed in the Greek capital, including 
one addressed to French President 
Nicolas Sarkozy. Two more were 
destroyed in controlled explosions at 
the Athens airport — one addressed 
to the European Union’s high- 
est court in Luxembourg and the 
other to the law enforcement agency 
Europol in the Netherlands. 

Domestic Greek terrorist groups 
are suspected. If that is confirmed, 
it would mark a dramatic escalation 
for organizations that have never 
before attempted to strike targets 
abroad. Security at all embassies in 
Athens has been increased. 

The campaign used small devic- 
es that caused only one injury and 


minimal damage. But it highlights 
the difficulty of keeping bombs 
out of the international delivery 
system — also a target of Yemen- 
based militants armed with more 
powerful and potentially deadly 
explosives. 

No connection has been made 


to the mail bombs from Yemen that 
were found on aircraft in Britain 
and Dubai, and Greek authorities 
are focusing on domestic groups.

lightly wounding one worker. 

Police arrested two men in their 
20s shortly after the blast. They 
were charged with terrorism-relat- 
ed offenses Tuesday. 

The government condemned 
the attacks, vowing to catch the 
culprits. 

The country is in the midst of a 
debt crisis and avoided bankrupt- 
cy in May only after securing bil- 
lions of euros in emergency loans 
from its European partners — led 
by Germany — and the Internation- 
al Monetary Fund. In exchange, the 
government made painful spend- 
ing cuts, slashing pensions and sal- 
aries and increasing taxes. 

The cuts have led to a backlash 
of anger from workers. 

Radical groups have long been 
active in Greece. After a few years of 
relative quiet, such groups stepped 
up attacks after riots that hit Greek 
cities in December 2008, sparked 
by the police shooting of a teen- 
ager in Athens. Four people have 
been killed since 2009. (ap)

Yemen Charges 
Cleric in Absentia 


Country begins trial 
of key radical sought 
in U.S. terror plots 

San'a, Yemen 

Faced with mounting U.S. pres- 
sure to do more in the fight against 
al- Qaeda after the thwarted mail 
bombs plot, Yemen on Tuesday 
made the surprise move of put- 
ting on trial a fugitive U.S. -born 
radical Islamic cleric wanted for 
his part in terror attacks on Amer- 
ican soil. 

The move is largely symbolic, 
as Anwar al-Awlaki is being tried 
in absentia, but it was Yemen’s first 
formal legal action against al-Aw- 
laki and appeared to be an attempt 
to show its U.S. allies that it takes 
the cleric as a serious threat. 

U.S. officials have said they 
would like to prosecute al-Awlaki 
on American soil. However, Yemeni 
officials have said that as a Yeme- 
ni citizen, al-Awlaki must be pros- 
ecuted there. 

The charges were announced 
as part of the trial against Hisham 
Assem, 19 , who has been accused 
of killing a Frenchman in an Oct. 6 


Backstory 

Anwar al-Awlaki, 

39, was born in New 
Mexico and is be- 
lieved to be living 
in a mountainous 
region of Yemen. 
U.S. investigators say e-mails link 
him to last year’s shooting at the 
Fort Hood, Texas, military base. In- 
vestigators also say he was involved 
in the attempted airliner bombing 
over Detroit and the failed bombing 
in New York’s Times Square in May. 
Al-Awlaki’s sermons have inspired a 
number of Western-born militants,

Rash of Bombings Rock Baghdad 



At least 76 are killed 
in attacks targeting 
city’s Shiite residents 

Baghdad 

Rapid-fire bombings and mor- 
tar strikes killed 76 people and 
wounded nearly 200 across Bagh- 
dad’s mostly Shiite neighborhoods 
on Tuesday, calling into question 
the ability of Iraqi security forces 
to protect the capital. 

The blasts — at least 13 sepa- 
rate attacks — came just two days 
after gunmen in Baghdad held a 
Christian congregation hostage 
in a siege that ended with 58 peo- 
ple dead. 

The bombings began at about 
6:15 p.m. and involved booby- 
trapped cars, roadside bombs 
and mortar strikes. The attacks 
appeared to be directed mostly at 
the city’s majority Shiite popula- 


tion, though some blasts occurred 
in Sunni neighborhoods, too. 

The deadliest blast happened 
when a parked car bomb explod- 
ed near a popular market in the 
Sadr City slum in eastern Baghdad, 
home to roughly 2 million Shiites. 
That attack killed 15 people and 
wounded 23, officials said. 


Earlier Tuesday, hundreds of 
grieving Christians and other 
Iraqis packed a funeral service 
for members of the faith killed 
in Sunday’s militant siege on a 
Baghdad church. A group linked 
to al- Qaeda has claimed credit for 
that attack, which also left dozens 
wounded, (ap)

Metro Anticipates ’12 Deficit 

Transit agency to have 
$89M operating gap 
for next budget year 

Metro is anticipating that it will 
have an $89 million deficit in its 
operating budget for fiscal year 
2012. That’s the agency’s next 
budget year, which begins July 
1, 2011. 

The news was first reported on 
the Greater Greater Washington 
blog by David Alpert and Michael 
Perkins. 

The information is detailed in 
an item scheduled to be considered 
by Metro’s finance and administra- 
tion committee on Thursday. The 
general manager presents a bud- 
get proposal for the coming fiscal 
year to the board in January, and 
Metro staff is seeking guidance on 
the budgeting process. 

The budget also allows for a

Metro officials have blamed 
declining ridership and falling 
revenues on the economy, with 
unemployed people not needing 
to use public transit to commute. 
Metro officials reported last month 
that bus ridership for the first two 
months of the fiscal year that began 
in July has fallen by 9 percent. 

The bus boarding charge went 
up 20 percent, from $1.25 to $1.50, 
for SmarTrip users and 26 percent, 
from $1.35 to $1.70, for cash cus- 
tomers. Rail ridership is slightly 
higher than a year ago, according 
to Metro data. 

Board member Jim Graham 
told The Post’s Ann Scott Tyson 
last month that Metro is running 
out of options. “I shudder at what 
we are going to have to do, because 
our options are fewer and fewer 
and more and more unattractive 
and negative in impact,” he said.

Va. poll attendance 
strong; no machine 
problems reported 

Washington 

Voters lined up in polling places 
Tuesday in the battlefield state of 
Virginia, while turnout was notice- 
ably lower in Maryland and the 
District, where many people took 
advantage of early voting. 

The sun shone brightly and 
the crisp autumn air grew soft- 
er as morning turned into after- 
noon, on a picture-book Election 
Day in which national issues often 
trumped local issues. 

In the District, all the city’s 
143 polls opened on time, a stark 
contrast to the Sept. 14 primary, 
when problems with new voting 
machines caused delays in open- 
ing a handful of precincts. 


Political analysts were closely 
monitoring voting trends in Vir- 
ginia and Maryland, two states 
with tight races that will help deter- 
mine control of the U.S. House of 
Representatives. In Maryland’s 1st 
Congressional District, voters were 


bombarded by ads in a close and 
bitter contest between freshman 
Rep. Frank M. Kratovil Jr., a Demo- 
crat, and state Sen. Andrew P. Har- 
ris, a Republican. And in Virginia’s 
11th Congressional District, incum- 
bent U.S. Rep. Gerald E. Connolly, a 


Democrat, was trying to avoid get- 
ting swept away in a national GOP 
wave, as he faced Republican busi- 
nessman Keith Fimian. 

Several elections officials in 
Maryland and the District said 
they were dismayed at the low 
voter turnout. Both jurisdictions 
offered early voting this year, and 
many voters appeared to have taken 
advantage of it and cast their bal- 
lots before Election Day. 

John O’Master, a Prince George’s 
elections judge for 30 years, said 
turnout at High Point High School 
in Beltsville on Tuesday morning 
was lower than he expected, even 
for a midterm election. 

“I was surprised,” O’Master 
said. “I expected it to be busi- 
er for a pretty contentious elec- 
tion. I expected people to come 
out and vote with fire in their 
eyes. So far that hasn’t happened.”

A group of fired Washington Times 
executives, led by the paper’s found- 
er and Unification Church patriarch 
the Rev. Sun Mjmng Moon, has pur- 
chased the 28-year-old conservative 
newspaper from Moon’s eldest son, 
saving it from a shutdown, accord- 
ing to a Times source. 

Just four years ago. Moon had 
handed control of the paper to his 
eldest living son, Preston Moon, 
but now the church movement’s 
leader and his team of executives 


are buying it back, in a deal meant 
to save the chief symbol of Moon’s 
political legacy. 

Members of the Times news- 
room met on Tuesday to discuss 
the sale, which was first report- 
ed by Politico. 

This summer, the newspa- 
per’s executives agreed to sell 
the broadsheet for $1 and the 
assumption of millions of dol- 
lars in debt and liabilities, but 
have spent the last two months 
jostling over the sale’s terms.

Who’ll be doing the blaming: 

Democratic consultants, academics. 

The argument: Many political ana- 
lysts say Democrats won a lot of seats 
in conservative districts and states in 
2006 and 2008, and were bound to lose many of 
these after Democrats no longer had a Republican 
president to run against. In addition, recessions 
often hurt the party in power, and the Democrats 
can't win every election. 

The flip side: All of these things are true. But it's 
hard to argue on television that you lost because 
of political science, so don't expect to hear that 
from too many Democrats. It might be particularly 
difficult to chalk a big loss up to the political envi- 
ronment. 


The Democrats, 
particularly in 
Congress, moved 
too far to the left. 

Who’ll be doing the blaming: Conservative 
Blue Dogs Democrats, more centrist party strate- 
gists and pollster Douglas Schoen. 

The argument: Essentially, Democrats moved 
too far, too fast. Instead of focusing on the econ- 
omy, the party tried to reform health care, which 
alienated independents and 
galvanized the GOR Democrats 
pushed controversial bills on 
immigration and restricting 
greenhouse gas emissions. 
“Voters are hardly enthralled 
with the GOP, but the Demo- 
crats are pursuing policies that 

are out of step with the way 

ordinary Americans think and feel," Schoen and 
Patrick Caddell, a one-time pollster for President 
Jimmy Carter, wrote in March. “Barring some 
change of approach, they will be punished severely 
at the polls." 

The flip side: Democrats didn't get elected to win 
more elections but to govern. The health care bill 
accomplished a major goal Democrats have been 
talking about for decades. And as many Demo- 
crats have argued, GOP opposition was likely no 
matter what they did: The health care bill con- 
tained many ideas first proposed by Republicans, 
and the stimulus was full of tax cuts, but nearly 
every Republican voted against both.

With Democrats holding fewer 

seats in Congress after Tuesday’s mid- 
term elections, the days ahead won’t 
feature a lot of fond farewells to defeat- 
ed members and a pledge to cooper- 
ate with the Republican Party. Instead, 
many Democrats will be angry, and 
they’ll be pointing fingers beyond the 
GOP during the coming blame game. 









The Republicans 

Who’ll be doing the blaming: Liberal Demo- 
crats in Congress and the White House. 

The argument: Some Democrats, including 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi, D-Calif., have been 
attacking Republican outside groups for weeks, 
arguing that they were effectively buying the 
election with an avalanche of money from outside 
groups. Some liberals argue voters are punishing 
them for a bad economy that was caused by GOP 
policies. If Republicans hadn't blocked a larger 
stimulus program, they say, things would have 
turned around quicker. 

The flip side: To get the stimulus passed, the 
Democrats shrank it. The Republicans have 
blocked nearly all the bills the Democrats have 
pushed to improve the economy. That said, 
Pelosi's notion that conservative groups some- 
how stole the election is simplistic. The GOP has 
had momentum for more than a year, longer than 
some of the new conservative groups have even 
been in existence. And Democrats benefited from 
huge cash infusions from labor and other liberal- 
leaning interests. Blaming the Republicans en- 
tirely excludes what turned off many independent 
voters: the health-care bill and the process by 
which it was passed.

Obama and the White House 

Who’ll be doing the blaming: Some Democrats in 
Congress, regular Obama critics such as Democratic 
Pennsylvania Gov. Edward G. Rendell. 

The argument: The team that ran an impressive 2008 
campaign forgot how to communicate when it started 
governing. Some Democrats say the party needed a Bill 
Clinton-style, feel-your-pain president to connect with 
voters in recession.

Capitals don mustaches 
to raise money for men’s

Hockey and mustaches — a match 
made in sports heaven. Perhaps no 
other sport has the legendary facial 
hair history of the NHL. 

Now, it’s the current Caps’ turn 
to make their mark in the mustache 
world. 

On Nov. 1, John Erskine, John Carl- 
son, Karl Alzner, Jason Chimera, Matt 
Hendricks and Jeff Schultz put down 
the razor to raise money and call atten- 
tion to men’s cancer awareness through 
the Movember Foundation. 

“Last year we had some guys who 
did it,” Erskine said. “I heard Chim- 
mer [Chimera] was going to do it this 
year. I decided to do it, too. It’s for a 
great cause, and it’s fun.” 

As part of the NHL’s Hockey Fights 
Cancer month, the league provided 
each club with a $10,000 charitable 
grant that teams could donate to a can- 
cer organization of its choice. 

The Capitals chose the Movember 
Foundation, a nonprofit group that 
runs the Movember campaign. 

For the entire month of Novem- 
ber Erskine and his “Mo Bros” will 
wear their mustaches to call atten- 
tion men’s cancer. 

Money raised during Movember is 
split between the foundation’s partners 
— the Prostate Cancer Foundation and 
the Lance Armstrong Foundation. 

Last year more than 1 million 
donors raised $42 million for Movem- 
ber’s partners. 

Fans can donate to individual play- 
ers’ mustaches to cheer their facial 
hair on. 

As of Nov. 2, the Capitals have 
raised $4,074, and Erskine leads all 
Capitals with $1,054 donated to his 
mustache. 

Erskine said fans have been request- 
ing photographs of his mustache, and 
some have even pledged to grow one 
along with him.

Thirteen years removed from 
that memorable night in Miami, 
Renteria became only the fourth 
player in baseball history with two 
— count ’em, two — World Series- 
winning hits. 

“Same emotions. Same feeling. 
It’s unbelievable,” he said Mon- 
day night after hitting a three- 
run homer in Game 5 to lift the 
Giants to their first World Series 
title since 1954. “It’s unbelievable 
being in that situation.” 

Renteria was the unanimous 
pick for World Series MVP after 
San Francisco’s 3-1 win over the 
Texas Rangers. 

His bat quickly was snapped up 
by the Hall of Fame, possibly the 
last bat he’ll use in a major league 
career that started back in 1996. 

A five-time All-Star, Renteria 
might retire at 34 after three trips 
to the disabled list that limited him 
to a career-low 72 games. After get- 
ting the llth-inning hit against

Cleveland that won the 1997 title 
for Florida and making the final 
out for St. Louis in Boston’s first 
title since 1918, he stunned the 
Texas Rangers and their fans with 
his drive off Cliff Lee. Renteria hit 
.412 (7 for 17) with six RBI against 
the Rangers. 

“Sat on the bench for four 
months of the year. Hits two clutch 
home runs,” said Buster Posey, the 
Giants’ 23-year-old rookie catcher, 
“and is going out a World Series 
champion.” (ap)

her ancestors murdered one anoth- 
er, they considered it no crime; if 
they practiced incest, there was 
never a word for it. 

She was hardly beautiful by 
Hollywood standards — no Ange-

She was a child of incest, a born 
goddess, a queen by 18 — and pos- 
sibly the richest magnate in the 
Mediterranean before she turned 
20. By 21, she was cavorting in bed 
with the most powerful emperor of 
her day. She married her brothers 
when she needed them and mur- 
dered them when she didn’t. She 
was a mother of four. But family 
concerns never crimped her. She 
was Cleopatra, 
last of the great 
Egyptian pha- 
raohs. 

If you think 
two millennia of 
dusty research 
and hoary legend 
have told us all we 
need to know about this woman, 
you’re in for a surprise with “Cleo- 
patra: A Life” ($30, Little, Brown). 
Stacy Schiff, a Pulitzer Prize-win- 
ning author of three highly praised 
biographies — of Antoine de Saint- 
Exupery, Vera Nabokov and Benja- 
min Franklin — has dug through 
the earliest sources on Cleopatra, 
sorted through myth and misappre- 
hension, tossed out the chaff of gos- 
sip, and delivered a spirited life. 

First, she was not Egyptian; 
she was Greek. She was not dark- 
skinned; more like honey. If she and

lina Jolie, mind you. She was tiny, 
birdlike, with a pronounced hooked 
nose. She spoke numerous languag- 
es and was a gifted orator. 

Schiff has a magpie’s eye for 
detail. But for all its splendor, 
Schiff s book is a model of conci- 
sion, and its brisk, vividly written 
chapters move with a swiftness 
the Nile never enjoyed. 

Perhaps, as Schiff says, too 
many poets and playwrights have 
spoken for Cleopatra: “We have 
been putting words in her mouth 
for two thousand years. In one of 
the busiest afterlives in history, she 
has gone on to become an asteroid, 
a video game, a cliche, a cigarette, 
a slot machine, a strip club.” 

Make no mistake, “Cleopatra” 
will drive some historians cuck- 
oo: It conflates and guzzles cen- 
turies in a single sentence. But it 
is a great, glorious spree of a story.

The dusty road to Marrakech had 
just started to straighten out after 
hours of tight curves along jagged 
mountains. My boyfriend, Andrew 
Strickler, and I spent two weeks 
on the road in this North African 
country. The street signs are in 
Moroccan Arabic and French, lan- 
guages neither of us knows. Still, 
we figured that navigating the 
byways was the best way to expe- 
rience the country. 

It’s fairly easy to rent a car in 
Morocco, and driving gives you 
more freedom to stop along the 
way, and the flexibility to change 
your plans and linger in a loca- 
tion you like.

Morocco is a kingdom bordering 
the Atlantic Ocean, just a few miles 
from the southern tip of Spain. We 
started our trip without a car, fly- 
ing to Casablanca from Madrid on 
the low-budget carrier Easyjet, then 
heading north to Rabat, the coun- 
try’s capital, by train. 


Our road trip began a day later, 
with a 10-hour drive southeast from 
Rabat to a town called Merzouga 
at the edge of the Sahara desert. It 
took about an hour to rent the tiny 
blue tin-can car, which cost about 
$300 for six days. 

We then drove east to an oasis 
called El Khorbat in the Todra Val- 
ley. This unusual destination uses 
tourism as a way to help preserve a 
traditional fortified village, called a 
casbah, where dwellings are made 
from earth and clay. We took a long 
walk among palm trees and down 
dirt roads with a guide who dis- 
cussed literature and politics. 

We returned the car in Marrake- 
ch. The rental company dropped 
us at the entrance to the medina 
(the old, fortified part of the city), 
where we were staying at the Hotel 
Du Tresor. The hotel was a quiet, 
cool sanctuary from the rest of the
